The Patentates inal Message 


DEAR NOBLES: 


Le 68th year of Aleppo Temple is being brought to a close. My 
term of office as your Illustrious Potentate will expire on Thursday, 
January 24th. At the Boston Garden, you will be privileged to take 
part in the election of a new Potentate and see him inducted into this 
high office with all the dignity and ceremony befitting the occasion. 


This has been an eventful year for me. You honored me in my elec- 
tion to the most interesting of any office I have ever been privileged to 
hold. To lead and serve a group of business and professional men, mem- 
bers of every branch of Freemasonry is indeed an opportunity; to have 
their united support has been a compliment and a challenge. 


The year’s events began with a reception by the Divan and Units for 
your Potentate and Mrs. Seiler, at the Hotel Statler, with an attendance 
of 1,600 Nobles and ladies. 


Of four large Ceremonials, the first was on May 18 and was called 
the Past Masters’ Ceremonial. Out of 6200 Nobles in attendance, 
600 were Past Masters of Blue Lodges. Our Grand Master, Most Wor- 
shipful Thomas 5. Roy, was our honored guest and occupied a seat in 
the Hast, at the right of the Potentate. 375 candidates were prepared 
for the journey to Mecca. At this meeting the new Mosque.was opened 
with its brilliant canopy across the sidewalk for all to see who passed 
that way. 


The Melvin Maynard Johnson Class in October was attended by the 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite 
of the Northern Masonic jurisdiction of the United States of America, 
who sat in the east as our special guest. At this Ceremonial 464 more 
new nobles were initiated into membership in Aleppo. A total of 1,112 
for the year. 


The Visitation of Aleppo’s own Imperial Potentate, Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr., followed in December. 6,000 Nobles and Ladies weleomed 
the Imperial Sir by presenting his pageant in tableau, song and action, 
as enacted at the Imperial Session in New York. The weather was kind 
to us and the Imperial Sir was escorted from his suite at the Copley 
Plaza Hotel by our Band, the Potentate and his Divan, and a full 
complement of the Arab Patrol. 


The final Ceremonial will be at the Boston Garden on January 24th, 
as previously mentioned, 


The Imperial Session in New York will long be remembered as hay- 
ing had one of the most impressive pageants at the installation of an 
Imperial Potentate in the 75 years of Shrine history. A beautiful 
Cadillac sedan was presented by your Potentate from the membership 
of Aleppo to the first Noble from Massachusetts ever to be elected 
Imperial Potentate. 

Another occasion was the moonlight sail down Boston Harbor in 
August, conducted by the Arab Patrol for Nobles and their ladies. 


The Arab Patrol, Oriental Band, Degree Staff and Chanters, cach 
had individual Christmas parties to which the Potentate and Divan 
were thoughtfully invited. Gifts were presented in each case by the 
Potentate from the Nobility. These were joyful occasions. 


Francis Sagle, as Santa Claus, aided by the Oriental Band, came to 
the children and grandchildren of Aleppo Nobles at the Christmas Party 
on December 27, in Mechanics Building, bringing with him his troupe of 
clowns, magicians and acrobats. Abundantly supplied with cookies, hot 
chocolate, candy, ice cream, cold drinks and gifts, he made many little 
hearts happy. Of course mothers were also in attendance, 


On Sunday, January 13, the Divan and the members of our Units 
will take part in a memorial service at the Old South Church, to our 
departed Nobles, who had mingled with us only a few short months ago. 
The Rev. Dr. Frederick M. Meck, the minister of the Old South Church, 
will read the Scriptures and our Noble, Joseph Earl Perry, Past Grand 
Master of Masons in Massachusetts, will deliver the address. The cere- 
mony of the candles will be given by Rev. Frank B. Crandall, Chaplain 
of Aleppo, assisted by George Weeks, First Ceremonial Master, and 
Kdgar Turner, Second Ceremonial Master. They will be assisted by 
the Aleppo Chanters, the Meistersingers, Miss Alice Farnsworth, soloist, 
and buglers and drummers from the Aleppo Band with them, led by 
Walter Smith. 


Numerous other occasions such as the Symphony Pops Concert in 
June rounded out a year which was brought to a close by an apprecia- 
tion party on January 8, at which the Potentate and his Divan were 
host to Nobles of our Units and their wives. This event provided an 
opportunity for us to thank those who had given so much, so willingly, 
for the good of the Temple. They had relinquished many nights from 
their families for instrument practice, choral work, Patrol drill and in 
practicing methods for testing the heophy tes, 


We broadened our relation with other Shrine Temples and our 
Masonry in general. Different units of our lemple have gone out inte 
the Masonic world as good-will members of Aleppo. The Third Degree 


Teams were organized under the direction of Rt. Worshipful Frederic 
B. Dunean, and headed by Wor. Edgar H. Patterson in Boston and Wor. 
Frederick J. Haydock, north of Boston. They had the honor of being 
invited to participate in the work of Noddles Island Lodge of East 
Boston, Columbian Lodge of Boston, Winthrop Lodge of Winthrop, 
Richard C. MacLauren Lodge of M.I.T., Mt. Carmel Lodge of Lynn, 
Mosaic Lodge of Danvers and Converse Lodge of Malden. 

Shrine Clubs, an important adjunct of any Temple, were visited by 
the Potentate and his Divan at New Bedford, Newburyport, Worcester 
and Merrimack Valley. 

Continuing in our most friendly relations with our Sister, Temples, 
visits were made to: Palestine of Providence; Melha of Springfield, 
Bektash of Concord, N. H.; Pyramid of Bridgeport; Hassan ef Albany, 
Georgia; Sphinx of Hartford, Conn.; Anah of Bangor, Maine; Kora of 
Lewiston, Maine; Mount Sinai of Montpelier, Vermont; Aloha of 
Honolulu; Islam of San Francisco; Alzafar of San Antonio: and Al 
Malaikah of Los Angeles. Also to the Directors’ Convention at San 
Antonio, Texas. 

In addition, your Potentate has been the invited guest of the Mest 
Worshipful Grand Lodge, the Grand Commandery and the Scottish 
Rite Bodies in the Valley of Boston and is most appreciative of their 
gracious hospitality. 

Your Potentate was most fortunate to be able to visit Shrine Hospitals 
for Crippled Children at Springfield, Mass.; St. Louis; Shreveport, La.; 
Honolulu and San Francisco. In addition, a visit was made to the nearly 
completed Los Angeles Shrine Hospital. This last visit took place in 
conjunction with his participation in the celebration of the Shrine’s 
Kast-West football game, devoted to the raising of funds for our San 
Francisco Unit. : 

Our part in this wonderful contribution to humanity is made possible 
through your generous participation in our Shrine Circus. This year, 
for the first time, the circus was held in the Mechanics Building. Start- 
ing November 17, nineteen performances were given in eight days with 
total receipts approximating $98,000. This gave us a net profit of over 
$22,000, and an experience for the future which can result in much 
greater earnings. Of this, we have already distributed $8,500 to local 
charities, benevolent societies, the Crippled Children’s Hospital at 
Springfield and worthy members and widows of Aleppo. We can be 
justly proud of our contribution while humbly striving to enlarge 
our help. 

This year has presented us many opportunities to enhance our posi- 
tion in the public eye. The circus, of course, gave us an excellent oppor- 
tunity when we again, as in the past years, provided free entertainment 
to children from Greater Boston and other cities and towns in Aleppo 
territory to the extent of almost 20,000. Our relations with the public 
are at a high level. Every Noble can be justly proud before all men, of 
his affiliation with Shrinedom. ; ‘ 

To properly serve the inner man is no small problem in Aleppo with 
food prices at the present high level. Your dues have not been increased 
the activities have not been lessened, indeed they have been broadened 
An Imperial Session in New York has been conducted and repeated all 
within the normal budget of your Temple and we will end the year wath 
more money in the treasury than when we took over. :

THE POTENTATE RIDES AGAIN 
NOBLES: 


Hers is another of my travelogues, prompted by a letter I received 
from a member of Aleppo living in California. The subject is the Hast- 
West Game. 

Stopping off at San Francisco, on our return from Honolulu, I was 
cordially invited to come back and to be sure and not miss the great 
event of the year. My answer was no, thank you. I had been away so 
much and I still had planned events for Aleppo — the Christmas 
parties by the Uniformed Units, the Children’s Christmas Party, then 
there was the Unit’s affair at the Statler, the Memorial Church Service, 
Sunday, January 13, and arrangements for the Ceremonial in Boston 
Garden, January 24. Thank you, but it looks impossible. 

Now here is what happened. Things were coming along fine at Aleppo, 
my sturdy crew was functioning like a clock, so, one night, about ten 
days before the game, sitting in my study, I reached for the phone, said 
to long distance, “I want to talk to John D. McGilvray, Shriners’ 
Hospital Committee, San Francisco.” Like the action of Aladdin’s 
Lamp, John said, ‘‘Hello, come on out, we sure can take care of you.” 
Just that fast and the toll charge was only $2.50. What a fantastic 
world we live in. 

December 27 came, the Children’s Xmas party was brought to a very 
successful conclusion and at 10:00 p.m. I was aboard an American Air- 
liner bound for Los Angeles and up the Coast the next day to San 
Francisco. No space on direct flights. The sun rose just as we were 
passing over the Rockies.

THE POTENTATE OBSERVES THE MECHANICS OF THE 
RECORDER’S OFFICE 

T REQUIRED a few months in the harness before I became cog- 

nizant of what I now have found is really big business. Who are our 
customers or clients? 14,000 active Masons who have sought fraternal 
pleasure among those who were to become their friends in Shrinedom. 
from whence came these Nobles? From Blue Lodges, Chapters, Com- 
manderies of Knights Templar, Lodges of Perfection, Princes of Jeru- 
salem, Chapters of Rose Croix and the Consistory. Each of these 
bodies constitute contacts through which Aleppo functions through 
the year in the interest of its members. 

As individual members, Shriners expect and receive through multiple 
sources that which is of interest to them. This is made possible by 
Ceremonial Notices four times each year. In preparation for these 
Ceremonials we have many rehearsals and other gatherings. This calls 
for designing and printing and mailing thousands of pieces of material. 

Relative to new life which is so necessary to any organization, our 
candidates become a very vital segment in our Temple. Before we are 
privileged to come in contact with these new friends we must answer 
the request of our present Nobles desiring applications for new mem- 
bers. ‘hese activities resulted in the creation of 1,112 new members 
this year. Each petition received with the necessary fee requires fif- 
teen separate operations before it is placed on our membership rolls, 
of course, preceded by a favorable ballot. 16,500 transactions in this 
one operation for 1,112 candidates. : 

This includes such operations as placing the candidate’s name on our 
mailing list and recording the degree fees for each Noble preparatory to 
banking, and only then does the Treasurer receive information that 
$83,400 has been deposited covering the degree fees of 1,112 candi- 
dates. This is not in one transaction but_as the candidates are created 
during the four Ceremonials of the year. The detail of cach bank deposit 
is also handled by the Recorder. The $75.00 degree fee received from 
each candidate is broken down to amounts of: $2.50 going to the Im- 
perial Council, $5.00 to the Trustees of the Aleppo Temple Permanent 
Fund, in accordance with our by-laws, and the balance of $67.50 to the 
Treasury of Aleppo Temple. From this information you can readily 
deduce that Aleppo collected through the office of the Recorder and for- 
warded at its own expense $162,000 to the Imperial Council. 

Dues: As our membership increases the volume of detail increases. 
Our operating expenses are met in the form of Degree fees augmented 
by the payment of annual membership dues. Lach of the present 14.000 
members’ accounts requires individual consideration. Such as indebted- 
ness to the Temple, preparatory to billing for dues for the coming year 
prior year’s dues and his standing relative to the hospital assessment. 
{s he in good standing with the Temple in this respect as well as to dues? 
Ile cannot receive a Shrine card which is necessary for admission to any 
Temple until this indebtedness is met. He receives a bill showing his 
standing. If in arrears not beyond two years he may make payment, if 
for more than two years he is automatically dropped, and can only be 
reinstated by full payment or by a review of his personal condition 

Kach bill must be hand-fed into an addressing machi ‘Ke 

: ; ! & machine, then checked 
with the ledger, hand inserted into a window envelope accompanied by 
a self-addressed return envelope, scaled and mailed. The question is 
sometimes asked — why not stamp the return envelope? Because a 
large percentage of the Nobles choose to make payments in person This 
would involve a loss to the Temple of several hundred dollars in stam 3s 
alone. You may be interested to know that each first-class mailin pas

Illustrious Potentate 


Spring Ceremonial and Strawberry Festival, Monday, June 2. 
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**A MASONIC SHRINE”’ 
Your Illustrious Potentate, Lawson W. Oakes, and Re- 
corder, Harvey B. Leggee, recently had the honor of ac- 
companying your Imperial Potentate, Robert Gardiner 
Wilson, Jr., on his first and official visitation to the ‘“Mystic 
Shrine Rooms’’ in the George Washington Masonic Memorial 
Building in Alexandria, Virginia. 

This memorial building rests on the top of Shooter’s Hill in 
Alexandria, Virginia. Looking to the south the magnitude of 
its structure faces Mount Vernon, the home of the man it 
honors. To the north it looks upon our nation’s capitol, where 
George Washington served as the first president of the United 
States. As one stands upon the steps of its main entrance 
gazing toward the east, the beauty of historic Alexandria is 
unfolded before him. Resting in the bosom of great natural 
beauty this Masonic Shrine in all its architectural grandeur 
pays tribute to a great man and a great Mason. 

Early in the Eighteenth Century Masonry became a part 
of the fraternal and social life of the colonists. Not until the 
very early part of the Nineteenth Century did York Rite 
Masonry and Scottish Rite Masonry establish itself upon a 
firm foundation among its votaries. 

Late in the Nineteenth Century a group of Masons by 
virtue of their Masonic friendship met regularly together for 
luncheon. After some period of time it was discovered that 
each of the group was a member of either the York Rite or 
Scottish Rite branch of Masonry. Through the genius of two 
outstanding members of the group, Dr. Walter Fleming and 
William Florence, it was decided to organize into a fraternal 
organization having as a prerequisite membership in either 
the York Rite or Scottish Rite branches of Masonry. They 
met at Knickerbocker Cottage in New York City and founded, 
what we know to be today the Ancient Arabic Order of the 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 

Shrinedom was founded upon the high principles of fellow- 
ship. Exemplifying by its deeds and actions the great lessons 
of Ancient Craft Freemasonry. Expressing before man and all 
society its implicit faith in the brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood of God. Manifesting in its highest form the great 
Masonic virtue of charity. Through its Shrine Hospitals it 
expresses in realistic form a service to unfortunate and lesser 
privileged crippled children, regardless of race, creed or color, 
unequaled anywhere in the world. 

It has been written that it is not so much to the credit of 
Shrinedom that men of ability and attainment down through 
the years have been members; rather it is a tribute to its 
principles that men of achievement and leadership have been 
drawn to and become devoted followers of those principles. 
Shrinedom is not an aristocracy of blood, not an aristocracy 
of wealth, not an aristocracy of education, but is best defined 
as being an aristocracy of men of character. 

When those in authority determined that which was to be 
placed within the walls of this great Masonic Memorial at 
Alexandria, the Ancient Arabic Order of the Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine were given high recognition to furnish specified 
rooms, depicting the many phases of its activities and philan- 

thropic work. The Mystic Shrine is the second largest con- 
tributor of all Masonic and related groups to this great mem- 
orial erected in honor of George Washington. 

As one enters these beautiful and gorgeously colored rooms 
he is at once struck with a deep emotion of pride. The beauty 
and grandeur of the Divan Room with its large mural of 
“On The Road To Mecea,” covering the entire wall of one 
side of the room, leaves one with a complete loss of words for 
proper expression. This inspiring mural was the gift of Aleppo 
Temple in honor of its 447 Nobles who served our country in 
World War II. 


As one enters the main hall viewing, as he passes along, all 
the Shrine hospitals in miniature, the typical Shrine parade 
with military music, his emotions are stimulated to a most 
high degree. 

Then, you enter the ‘Children’s Room” and see the color- 
ful mosaie wall display, with the little child statuettes, and the 
gold Bible with the names of distinguished citizens who have 
contributed toward our philanthropic work engraved therein. 
As you raise your eyes toward the south wall and read the 
inscription, “In as much as ye have done it unto the least of 
these, my brethren, ye have done it unto me,” the real joy 
and happiness of being a member of this great order throbs 
within your very being. 

Here in this great Masonic Memorial is told the work of 
Shrinedom indelibly imprinting upon the minds of thousands 
of visitors year after year the most realistic expression of true 
and devout Masonic virtue. 

Yes, Nobles, Shrinedom has taken its place on a high plane 
of intellectual expression within the walls of this Masonic 
Shrine, paying tribute to that great man and Mason, General 
George Washington. 

As Shriners we can all raise our voices toward the Heavens 
and sing “Hail! Nobles, Hail!” to the King of Kings and the 
Lord of Lords, for the Shrine is working hand in hand with 
the great Creator — the Grand Architect of the Universe.

Potentate may also appoint a Noble of the Mystic Shrine to 
be ‘Imperial Chaplain’ to perform such duties as the Imperial 
Potentate shall preseribe. Such Chaplain shall be 2 Minister 
of the Gospel in good standing in his Temple . . .”’ 

Imperial Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., recently 
snnounced that he has appointed Rev. Dr. Thomas Sherrard 
Roy, D.D., as the first Imperial Chaplain of the Imperial

NATIONAL SHRINE CONVENTION AT MIAMI 


HE 78th Annual Shrine Convention, to be held in Miami, 

Florida, the week of June 15, will be the greatest of all Shrine 
conventions from the standpoint of temples participating, according 
to a recent announcement by Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., Imperial 
Potentate of the Shrine of North America. 

“We have been advised there will be a total of at least 70 Temples 
with Uniformed Units participating,” the Imperial Potentate said. 
“There were 397 Uniformed Units already booked May 1, and 
allotted places in the parade column, including our own Aleppo 
Temple Arab Patrol, Band, Degree Staff, Mounted Patrol, Oriental 
Band, Chanters and Ritual Team.” 

On the present showing, the parades will last seven and a half 
hours. A day parade, Tuesday, June 17th, starting at 9:00 a.m., 
and a night parade, Thursday, June 19th, at 8:00 p.m., are scheduled. 

Mahi Temple of Miami, the host Temple, is making elaborate 
preparations for entertainment of the visiting nobles, their families 
and guests, and has perfected the program and other convention 
machinery through 48 local committees. 

Typical of the magnitude of the preparations being made are 
plans for the two parades. Miami’s famed Orange Bow] Stadium, 
through which the parading units will pass in review before spec- 
tators, has gone through extensive alterations. Tiers of seats at the 
entrance and exit to the bowl have been cut away to permit easy 
passage of the columns and also to facilitate the Uniformed Units 
participating in the parade to get back to seats in the reviewing 
stands. This will not reduce the 65,000 seating capacity of the bow] 
however. 

Arrangements for the parade to be televised have been completed. 
Newsreel cameramen said the parades and other special events will 
receive national coverage. 

Illustrious Potentate Raymond H. Williams said, “One of my 
prime considerations as host Potentate as well as every one of the 
4,400 Nobles of Mahi Temple is to see that every visiting Shriner, 
members of his family and convention guests are shown every 
courtesy and mark of hospitality by all our citizens.” 

“Another concern of ours is to see that this is a fluid convention. 
By that, I mean, that it has a precise movement with complete 
co-ordination,” 

“Notwithstanding that the convention will be our greatest from 
the standpoint of Temples to be represented,”’ Potentate Williams 

said, “our hotel committee has plenty of rooms to offer. So far, only 
the ocean front hotels have been assigned. Other hotels and 
Miami’s many fine motels and other facilities are yet to be tapped.” 

Convention officials are expecting and preparing for an attendance 
of between 75,000 and 100,000 of the 700,000 Shriners in North 
America. Many Nobles are expected to arrive several days in ad- 
vance of the convention, 
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THE FIVE YOUNG LADIES smiling at the lad with casts on both 
legs, reclining on his bed in the Twin City Unit of the Shriners Hospitals, 
are none other than the Dionne quintuplets. The signal honor to come 
to this little boy, not shared by any other Shrine patient in North. 
America, was made possible by Noble Charles A. Ward, President of the 
Brown & Bigelow Company, and host to the Dionne quintuplets during 
their recent visit to the St. Paul, Minnesota, Winter Carnival. 


So far, officials have been advised 76 special trains, with 500 cars, 
have been chartered, to bring contingents totaling 25,000 to the 
convention. The trains will be unloading, one an hour around the 
clock, for three days. 

Biscayne Terrace Hotel on Biscayne Boulevard, Miami’s newest 
hotel, has been chosen as Convention Headquarters. Members of 
the Imperial Divan will be quartered there, as well as some of the 
Convention Executive Offices and facilities. 

At a recent pre-convention conference between Imperial Poten- 
tate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., and Potentate Williams of 
Miami, the Imperial Potentate expressed himself as being well 
ested and impressed with the convention preparations being 
made,

PHESE past months I have never ceased to experience the thrill 
of feeling that through the generosity and confidence of the 
Nobility of North America, and especially my brother Nobles of 
Aleppo Temple, I have been permitted the honor and privilege of 
proudly wearing an ALEPPO fez in most of the great cities of the 
United States, Canada, and Mexico, incident to the arduous but 
pleasant duties of Imperial Potentate of our beloved Shrine. 

On occasion, I have been honored, in cities far distant from 
Boston, by the presence of our own Illustrious Potentate, by our 
Recorder, and other distinguished Nobles of my home Temple. In 
addition, I have found hundreds of our own Nobility — still loyal 
members of Shrinedom’s fourth largest Temple — permanently 
established in almost every great community in America. It has 
been an unforgettable thrill, in many a far distant Shrine Temple, 
unexpectedly to face the friendly smile of one who once crossed the 
hot sands in good old Boston — perhaps long ago — and who still 
cherished the old red fez of Aleppo Temple. 

By June 15 I shall probably have visited every State in the Union, 
as Well as Honolulu, Mexico City, and many sections of Canada. I 
have been privileged to visit and personally inspect every one of our 
seventeen great Hospitals for Crippled Children. Our Shrine has 
much of which we may be very proud. In membership, Shrinedom 
has reached an all time high. Originally formed in June of 1876, the 
Imperial Council of the Shrine in these most recent ten years has 
grown from 306,000 Nobles in 1941 to a membership of over 675,000 
at the present time. A year ago, out of 3,646,757 Masons in the 
United States, no less than 646,606, or 17.7 per cent, were members 
of the Shrine. But there are still thousands of potential Nobles not 
yet basking in the sunshine of our Oases. In New York State, with 
the largest Masonie population in America, only 28,372, or 91% per 
cent, are Nobles of the Mystic Shrine; and yet the great State of 
Pennsylvania, immediately adjacent, has 60,497 Shriners or 26 per 
cent of its Masonic population. Nevada shows 38 per cent, Oregon 
2614 per cent. Nobles numbering 16,222 in Massachusetts repre- 
sent 13.9 per cent — below the National average.

THE BADGE OF A SHRINER 


LL organizations have certain signs, symbols, regalia and other 

equipment by which they are readily recognized by their mem- 
bers and non-members alike, but the most prized possession and 
attractive piece of regalia possessed by the member of any fraternal 
organization is the red Turkish ‘“‘taboosh,” better known to us as 
the ‘Shriners’ Fez.” 

Throughout North America, when this little red hat with the 
black tassel appears in its proper form, it is recognized at once and 
identifies the wearer as a member of the Mystic Shrine. 

To protect this symbol of our Order, the Imperial Council has 
Wisely controlled, through proper legislation, the manufacture, sale 
and use of the “Fez’’ to prevent it from becoming just another piece 
of regalia covered with all sorts of decorations and comic adaptions. 
The Imperial Council keeps a vigilant guard over this “trade mark” 
of Shrinedom, making periodical minor changes in the law whenever 
necessary to protect the ‘“‘Badge of a Shriner.”’ 

That the Nobles may keep posted and be properly informed in re- 
gard to the Shrine law governing the manufacture and use of the 
fez, we quote here from the by-laws of the Imperial Council as re- 
vised at their last Business Session. 

“ARTICLE XIV — Regalia, Emblems and Jewels —Sec. 110. 
The Red Turkish Fez with Black Tassel, bearing only the name of 
the Temple of which the Noble is an active member, with a facsimile 
of a scimitar, and that portion of the Jewel of the Order consisting 
of the Crescent, Sphinxhead, and Star combined, embroidered 
thereon with gold and silver bullion or silk, is hereby adopted as the 
exclusive type of head covering to be worn by all Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine when appearing as such. The Fez is to be worn in its 
proper shape and without creasing or alteration; provided that it is 
permissible for Potentates, Past Potentates, Recorders and Divan 
members, as well as official uniformed organizations, to have their 
titles embroidered in small letters in gold or silver bullion or silk or 
jewels on the front of the fez beneath the emblem. 

“It shall be permissible to adorn the name of the Temple and the 
emblem with rhinestone jewels of a size no larger than that known 
as No, 12 by the fez makers. 

“Tt shall be permissible to use one pin to hold the tassel in place, 
suid pin to be either plain or jeweled. 

“The use of any other wording or devices than those in this Sec- 
and Article mentioned is prohibited. This Section shall not apply 
to present and past elective Imperial Officers.”

““A MASONIC SHRINE”’ 


Your Illustrious Potentate, Lawson W. Oakes, and Recorder, 
Harvey B. Leggee, recently had the honor of accompanying your 
Imperial Potentate, Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., on his first and 
official visitation to the “Mystic Shrine Rooms” in the George 
Washington Masonic Memorial Building in Alexandria, Virginia. 

This memorial building rests on the top of Shooter’s Hill in Alex- 
andria, Virginia. Looking to the south the magnitude of its struc- 
ture faces Mount Vernon the home of the man it honors. To the 
north it looks upon our nation’s capitol, where George Washington 
served as the first president of the United States. As one stands 
upon the steps of its main entrance gazing toward the east, the 
beauty of historic Alexandria is unfolded before him. Resting in the 
bosom of great natural beauty this Masonic Shrine in all its archi- 
tectural grandeur pays tribute to a great man and a great Mason. 

Early in the Eighteenth Century Masonry became a part of the 
fraternal and social life of the colonists. Not until the very early 
part of the Nineteenth Century did York Rite Masonry and Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry establish themselves upon a firm foundation 
among its votaries. 

Late in the Nineteenth Century a group of Masons by virtue of 
their Masonic friendship met regularly together for luncheon. After 
some period of time it was discovered that each of the group was a 
member of either the York Rite or Scottish Rite branch of Masonry. 
Through the genius of two outstanding members of the group, Dr 
Walter Fleming and William Florence, it was decided to organize 
into a fraternal organization having as a prerequisite, membership 
in either the York Rite or Scottish Rite branches of Masonry. They 
met at Knickerbocker Cottage in New York City and founded 
what we know to be today the Ancient Arabic Order of the Nobles 
of the Mystic Shrine. 

Shrinedom was founded upon the high principles of fellowship 
Exemplifying by its deeds and actions the great lessons of Ancient 
Craft Freemasonry. Expressing before man and all society its im- 
plicit faith in the brotherhood of man and the fatherhood of God 
Manifesting in its highest form the great Masonic virtue of charity. 
Through its Shrine Hospitals it expresses in realistic form a service 
to unfortunate and lesser privileged crippled children regardless of 
eee or color, unequaled anywhere in the world,
